INCIDENT SUMMARY * 


This investigation details a deputy involved shooting that occurred in the Carson Station lobby. 
The deputies were not interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau at the time of the incident. The facts 
outlining this investigation were gathéred from various witness interviews, homicide’s tape 
recorded interviews of the involved deputies, and'police reports (See Exhibit “A”, Police Reports). 


On September 10, 1994, at approximately 2230 hours, Suspect Robert Almeida, MH/25, entered 
the Carson Station lobby in search of a female who was allegedly in custody at the station. The 
suspect was smoking a cigarette as he entered the lobby and was told by Deputy Scott Orr that 
smoking in the lobby was prohibited. Civilian witnesses-in the lobbystated that the suspect was 
agitated about the fact the he^was told he could not smoke. Théy said the suspect exited the lobby 
and disposed of the cigarette and returned.

The suspect contacted Deputy Robert Frank, lobby deputy, and asked if a female (name шілоу 312 


was in custody. Deputy Frank directed the suspect to the jail telephone, located at the воші па of 
the lobby counter, and” instructed him to call the jailer. Civilian witnesses stated that the suspect 
used the jail telephone, but appeared impatient as he waited for a response. Deputy Gregory 
Martinez, station"jailer, stated that the suspect asked for information regarding a female whose 
name he could not recall. Deputy Martinez stated that Не checked his jail book and could not locate 
any females similar in description ór name. Martinez advised the suspect that'he could not locate 
the female. The witnesses said the suspect hung up the telephone after a few moments and moved 
toward the center of the lobby counter (See Photographs of Scene, Exhibit “В” and sketch Exhibit 
“C. 
The witnesses said that after the suspect moved toward the сепіег of the counter, һе attempted to 
get the attention of Deputy Frank by saying, “exctise me” several times. Deputy Frank said he was 
answering several telephone calls, but could hear the suspect tapping on the counter as if to gain 
+ his'attention. Frank said-he was standing adjacent to the file cabinet (See Photographs, Exhibit - 
- *B") with his right arm resting on the cabinet and the telephone in his left hand. The left side of his 
body was exposed to the suspect. The witnesses said they saw the suspect withdraw a weapon from 
the front of his waistband and fire at Deputy Frank. Deputy Frank said he heard the shots and 
.. turned to his left (left handed) to withdraw his weapon from his holster. Frank said he felt a tingle 
` in his arm and realized that his hands did not work. He said he dropped to the floor and crawled in 
the direction of the dispatch'door. Deputy Frank was struck in the left arm causing a through and 
through wound which exited and struck his right arm. Frank also scene a superficial wound to. 
the left side of his back. 


ТА.В. NOTE: During the shooting, the 911 call that was being handled by Deputy 
Frank was left off the hoók. The shooting was tape recorded on the 911 system (See 
Exhibit “D”, 911 tape). 


Deputies Aaron Bartsch and Jonathan Brick were working as the Watch Deputy and Dispatcher 
respectively, inside the dispatch center. Deputy Scott Orr, assigned to a field unit was also inside 
the dispatch center carrying on a conversation with deputies Bartsch and Brick. All three deputies 
heard and then saw, from behind the one-way bullet proof dispatch window, the suspect firing. 
They said Deputy Frank yelled for help. 


Deputy Orr exited the dispatch center and saw Deputy Frank pushing himself, with his feet, toward 
the dispatch center. Orr said he grabbed Deputy Frank and pulled him toward the dispatch door.

Orr said he took cover behind а file cabinet (See Photographs, Exhibit “В”) and saw Ше suspect 
waving his gun as if he was looking for a target. Deputy Orr said he fired several shots at the 
suspect, who returned fire. Orr said he fired again and saw the suspect’s head “jerk” backwards. He 
said the suspect turned to his left and fell to the floor on his right side. Deputy Orr said he moved 
to a position behind the lobby counter. Orr fired a total of eight rounds at the suspect.

Simultaneously, Deputy Brick said he exited the^dispatch center and waited for a ІШІ in the 
shooting to move to a position of cover at the south’end of the lobby counter near a closet door (See 
Photographs, Exhibit *B" and sketch Exhibit *C"). Brick said Deputy Orr advised him that the 
Suspect was down, but was still armed and moving. Deputy Brick looked over the counter and saw 
the suspect laying on his side, but looked as if he was attempting to roll over and get up. Brick said 
he did not want the suspect to get up again and start shooting. He said he fired three or four shots 
at the suspect and then returned to the cover of the counter. Deputy Brick said he checked the 
suspect again and saw that he was motionless. Brick said he was cognizant of the witnesses in the 
lobby and was careful to direct his fire. 


Deputy Bartsch stated that he witnessed the incident from inside the dispatch center. Bartsch said 
that he had a clear view of the suspect and knew that he had to take some action to prevent the 
suspect from shooting anyone else. He said it was his intention to direct several rounds in the same 
location and penetrate the bullet proof glass and stop the suspect. Deputy Bartsch said after he fired 
his first round his service pistol malfunctioned. The round he fired did not penetrate the bullet 
proof glass. Deputy Bartsch said he dropped down below the counter and cleared the malfunction. 
He said after he cleared his weapon the suspect was down and he concentrated on giving aid to 
Deputy Frank. 


Three citizens, КЕНІН MH/A3, MH/27, NN МН/40, were all 
present in the lobby at the time of incident and were not injured. Their accounts of what 
occurred are similar to those of the deputies up to the point where the deputies returned fire. The 


witnesses stated that when the deputies returned fire, they (Witnesses) were distracted with 
concern for their own safety and did not see what occurred. 


Suspect Almeida sustained multiple gunshot wounds to his head, chest, abdomen, and arms. He 
was pronounced dead at the scene. . 


Deputy Frank was transported to Harbor General Hospital and then to Arcadia Methodist Hospital 
where he was listed in good condition. 


No motive was determined in this shooting. The involved deputies stated that the suspect did not 
appear to be agitated by any actions of the deputies. 


LA.B. NOTE: Captain Joseph James, Carson Station Commander, stated that a request 
for some type of protection for the Lobby/Complaint personnel has been requested. 
The two complaint positions are located outside of the dispatch center and directly 
behind the lobby counter. The only protection afforded is the wood counter itself.
